Five Boro Churches Reveal 
A Healthy Spiritual Life 

LAST WEEK'S OUR TOWN reported the departure of 
Rev. Bryant Kirkland, the Presbyterian pastor. There was 
every evidence that he was a well-qualified churchman.' He 
was also an attractive gentleman, and this reporter regrets that 
the opportunity did not occur for the better acquaintance that 
was promised. 

The story indicated that the local Presbyterian member- 
ship was nearly 1000 communicants. If all five churches of 
the borough averaged the same impressive figure, Narberth 
with its population of 5500 would seem to be in spiritual health 
of a notable order, far better than the American score at large. 
At any rate, our citizens appear to have the adequate dispo- 
sition. It behooves the Ordained of all our churches to make 
the most of it.

AS REGARDS THIS BUSINESS of church affiliation, 
there was a publisher of large erudition at Bryn Mawr Thanks- 
giving Eve who proved himself quite a disturbing fellow. 
Taking what he said at face-value, it could mean that Western 
civilization is definitely on the ropes in its fierce tilt with to- 
talitarianism. The speaker is an ardent Christian. His flights 
to Europe to keep informed are almost on a commuting basis. 
The insistent man should know his stuff. 

On this occasion, he had adopted as his own text George 
Bernard Shaw's assertion that the "intellectual conflict" now 
underway was for the "soults of children". Russia, he claimed, 
was far outstripping its former allies and was making enor- 
mous gains where they were least expected. 

The chief concern of the lecturer resolved itself in the 
diminished status of religion in America. More than half of 
the nation, he claimed, was without benefit of any corporate 
spiritual allegiance. Many of those who continued steadfast 
gave little sign that they could account for the faith they 
professed; Such a situation, in his opinion, inevitably spells 
peril to this country's ability to pursue the so-called American 
way. That "way", it was pointed out, had its origin in Chris- 
tian fundamentals, the integrity of the individual, the natural 
rights which are independent of any legislature, the equality 
of man before God and the eternal accountability for what a 
man does in his life-time. The very phrases of the Declara- 
tion run like a golden thread through the centuries-old Chris- 
tian pattern. 

To hold fast to these convictions, it was asserted, requires 
a great deal more than mere lip-service to an "ideal." One 
must get close to the fire to keep warm; nor, as George Wash- 
ington asked, can any morality survive without spiritual 
roots? 

* * * * * 

IN THE POLITICAL ARENA of this country the tide 
is always turned by the so-called non-partisan voters. In No- 
vember those millions of Americans decided to dismiss the 
Democrats. It did noS mean the Republicans were being ap- 
proved, as it was plainly a case of the Democrats being dis- 
approved. Some may see a certain parallel in the world-wide 
political issue.The 'Asiatic format rejects the Christian theme 
of hfe. As that appears to be the case with one-half of our 
own citizens (as surmised from their non-participation in any 
organized religion) the opportunity for Communistic accept- 
ance in this country might be greater than is commonly be-

A short while befor* the strike began on The 
Record and Courier-Post newspapers, I sent a 
copy boy out for tea and a fried egg sandwich— 
this is a tru* newspaper story, so I'm not saying 
coffee and hamburgers— -and was, it may be, im- 
patient over the delay in his return. Maybe I 
even said something. 

Something under 24 hours later I was pick- 
eting outside The Record and it came on to be 
lunch time and I went up to the same young man, 
who was a picket captain, and asked if it would 
be all right for me to go and eat. He said yes. 
The Record's chief editorial writer was with me 
and he made the same request. It was all right 
for him 'to eat too. 

Now. I'm not telling that story to be quaint 
or anything, but only to point out that the re- 
quests were made and answered without embar- 
rassment of any kind on either side. That's the 
way a strike is. That's the way The Record strike 
is, anyway, ; 

I used to write a good many pieces express- 
ins; a kind of reasoned sympathy for labor, and I 
W*» entirely sincere, but I never really knew 
what I was talking about I don't mean that I 
think a strike is generally a good thing even now. 
But sometimes it can be a great and necessary 
: thinjt. 

We all know that the core of the labor move- 
ment I* the right to strike. But we don't always 
see that there's a core of that core; and that at 
the very heart of the center is something so 
American that your spirit swells to think of it 

Strikers go on strike against big things. That 
is, a group of men decides to oppose the organi- 
zation in which its livelihood rests. The men 
know at the beginning • that they have the good 
. strength of unionism behind them, but for a while 
they feel very frail and human and alone. Make 
no mistake about the misgivings which come for 
a time to anyone Involved in a strike; Hell, you 
think, what's to be gained in contrast with what 
might be lost? » 

Then you begin to understand that the gains 
might be a little beyond your first conception, for 
they aren't yours alone, but a thing to be shared 



by many men for a longer time than you suppose. 
I have no doubt that the men who fought a big 
thing in this country a long way back — it was 
England the Colonies were fighting — had some 
of that feeling. 

And certainly, since then, the country has 
operated under an instinctive trust in majority 
rule which is precisely the same feeling which 
makes a strike a unity, a thing bound together by 
some mysterious inner adhesive which can't quit* 
ever be analyzed. 

It would be silly for me to lie in this piece 
and say that I've ever been oppressed by Mr, 
Stem or the rest of the people on The Record. 
I'm not even prepared to say that I know of any- 
body who has been oppressed. But I say at the 
same time that we in the Newspaper Guild came 
up against a bewildering and inexplicable atti- 
tude when we started normal negotiation proceed- 
ings with the paper a c6uple of months back. 
Each year, in most business fields, unions bar- 
gain with employers. This year we in the Guild 
couldn't bargain reasonably. 

It came down to this: a case where even 
moderates felt that there came a time when you 
had to stand or run. We chose to stand. All of 
us. That includes those whose hearts hurt at the 
idea of a strike. For there is no one who can sit 
across a bargaining table and have the other 
side say "Take it or leave it and the hell with 
you." 

I may get criticized .by my own gang for 
saying this, but I think the Guild made mistakes 
in its bargaining attitudes. But I don't think the 
Guild made the indefensible mistakes the manage- 
ment made. 

This strike could have been stopped by a 
financial adjustment which made no great strains 
on either side. The Record knew it. I think it 
was determined that we go on strike. I think it 
thought it can beat us. I don't think it can. 

This piece is written, of course, to ask the 
help of you who read it. That means that we 
who used to be part of The Record hope you'll 
not buy it, and that you'll tell your friends not 
to buy it, until the strike's over.
